Horace represents a friend of his as afraid to do anything On the 
“thirtieth Sabbath’? (whatever that may mean). And in Islam, the 
‘Mahommedan authorities haye always given a complete if somewhat contemp. 
tuous tolerance to their Jewish subjects in the exercise of their religion, It is 
needless to remark how different has been the treatment in Christian lands Up to 
the present day. How are we to explain such a divergence of practice ? With 
regard to the Roman Ewpire, a few reflections on the nature of the Roman 
Pantheon are sufficient to explain the attitade of Romans towards Judaism, ‘Tt 
was universally recognized in the ancient world that each country had its own 
divine protector, and it was the custom of Rome when it annexed a new conqueg 
to admit into its hierarchy of deities the deity of the conquered tribe. Hence 
the Roman treatment of the Jews wae merely on a level with the general 
treatment of the subject nations and their religious practices, With regard to 
Mahomet, again, the explanation is somewhat different. Towards idolaters 


Mahomet was as unscrupulously intolerant as any Grand Inquisitor. But he a | 
made a difference towards the “ Peoples of the Book,” those nations who had o 
sacred scripture, whose inspiration he recognized. ‘Those nations were Christians, 
Jews, and Sabeans. Thus in Islam the circle of toleration was narrowed ccn. 
adorably. But in mediwval Christendom it was completely excluded from the a] 
doctrine or practice of the Church. No unbeliever could be saved from eternal : 
torments ; hence every means should be adopted to wean the unbeliever from 
his pernicious views. Tue most logical outcome of such a vicw is shown inthe a 
well-known story of the Bishop who kept some heathens prisoners tillhe had = 
converted them, and then slew thein immediately afier baptism so as to ensure _ 4 
their eternal salvation. It. cannot be denied that such conduct implies consider- a 
able anxiety for the safety of a neighbour’s soul, but it argues at the sametime = 
great narrowness with regard to the conditions on which such safety was ee 
supposed to depend. Judaism with its noble utterance: “The pious of all | 
nations have a part in the world to come,” contains in iteelf the vital principle 
of toleration which consists in regarding deeds and not creeds as the true test of 
salvation. 
KALIR. 

The paper reporied in our last issue on R. Elazar Kalir treated of a subject i 

of unusual interest at the present time. ‘The modifications of the ritual recently 


proposed have centred in the question of the retention of piyutim and Kalir may 
fairly be regarded as the father of the Piyut. As there were kings before 
Agamemnon, so there were peitanim before Kalir. We can trace the sacred 
| poetry of the synagogue at least as far back as -the latter half of the eight | 
century. But of these early effusions we have but scanty allusions and the 
earliest extant piyutim of any great value are those connected with the name 


of Kalir. It ssems to be the fate of great posts to be known to. the world only = 
by their works, and cortainly the obscurity which hangs round the name of Kalir 


almost equals that which invests the personality of Homer, As seven cili’s con 
tested for tho birthplace of Homer, so the native land of Kalir is only to be deter- 
mined by the internal evidence of his works, From many minute indications, ithas 
been decided that Kalir lived some where in the south of Italy, at Cagliari or Bari, 
Yet Zunz, whose assertion is almost of eqital valug to other men’s proof, docides 
| that the poet or his family came from Sardinia, The same anthority finds his date 


at AD. and his vocation as that of a preacher. The s2 are the only details 
which can be safely asserted of Kalir’s life. Bat his importance in the history - 
of the religious poetry of the Jews is independent of the facts of his life. ‘He a 


| brought the Midrash into the sy nagogue service and therefore into the daily 
thovgbts of Jews. We have from him piyutim adapted for all the holydays 
of the year, and these poems merely versify the Jeren lary lore of the Midrash 
about the sacred events of the Jewish year.

THE WANDERING | JEW... 


“The delivered by Mr. Moncure D. on ithe and | 
reported 4 in our columns of last week, cealt with a theme which has engaged the 

attention of many investigators. To many of our readers, the weird designs of | 
Gustave Doré will have impressed upon. their minds the romantic legend of the 


man who cannot die. The idea of an eternal life on earth is by no means 
uncommoa in European folklore. Tha popular mind frequently refuses to believe 


But the case of the Wandering Jew is, we believe, unique in giving earthly 
immortality to one regarded not as a hero, but exactly the reverse. The origin 
and signification of the legend are very obscure, and Mr. Conway’s lecture failed 
to throw much additional light on the subject. On very slight grounds, he 


connected Ahasuerus, the wandering or immortal Jew, with Judas. And as he — 


regards Judas as merely a type of the Jews, he interprets the whole story as a 
symbol of the fate of Israel, the “tribe of the wandering foot.’ This hy pothesis 
has a certain amount of plausibility about it, and, whatever its value, it certainly 
led Mr. Conway to make some rather startling remarks on the mediswval views 
about Jews. He was convinced, from along study of the subject, that through- 
out the middle ages the Jews were regarded by the populace not as men, but as 
emissarics of the Devil! Unfortunately, the trust we might be inclined to put 
in a deliberate opinion of this sort, is somewhat weakened by the knowledge 
that Mr. Conway is the author of two bulky tomes on ‘* Demonology,” in which 
he brings almost all forms of worship or of superstition under the category of 
Devil-worship.. We may, however, grant that the populace could not have 
treated Jews worse or regarded them with more detestation if they had really 
been possessed by this idea. But the natural aversion to foreigners and equally 
natural hatred of persons who refuse to join in the lives and feelings of the men 
among whom they live, are sufficient to explain the popular hatred of the Jews 
without resorting to the extreine view held by Mr. Conway. It tended, however, 
to render his lecture more interesting to Jews, since it gave him a peg upon 
which to hang his views about our race. He paid a just tribute to the Jewish 
fi lelity to the Lay, though he concleded his lecture by recommending Jews to 
give up following its injunctions. It was owing to this that the Jews had been 
forced to become nomads and to find a type in the Wandering Jew. They were 
divorced from the land, and it seems to be a result of such alienation that they 
were always ready to shange their land of sojourn for another. He further 


remarked that riches were the real causes of the survival of Jews. Such views 
as these do not betray a very profound acquaintance with the true motive causes — 


in Israel’s history. It is impossible to trace the marvellous survival of our race 
without laying the greatest stress on the religious hopes and aspirations of 
Judaism. Mr. Conway is one of those who regard such feelings as irrational 
and inoperative, but without recogising them, at least as historical factors, no 


adequate account cau be rendered of the migrations of Jews or even of their 


type in the Wandering Jew.

the present stage of Jewish history, In speaking of Reform I allude to no 
particular movement, but to the general principle which has been applied in tle 
prevert century in America, Germany,and England. The time bas come when it 
seems fitting to sift this juestion of Reform, and consider judiciously and piously 
whether it would not be more beneficial to Jewish interests to think of some 
other way of effecting progress, some way. which shall not involve the enor- 
mous eactitice to unity which isso painfully significant in Anglo-Jewish history. 


in considering this grave problem it is needful to divest oneself of personal | 


associations arising out of the accident of birth which makes cone a member of 
an orthodox synagogue and another of a reform congregation, and to consider 
carnestly and in concert that some great change is needful just now to meet 
the two devouring evils of the age—apathy on the one hand, and bigotry on 
the other. When these two qualities come together in a community, it is not 
dificult to see what the product of them must be. That product is so seriously 
bad that it strikes terror into the heart of our ancient religion. Itis infidel'ty. 
And who will deny that infidelity is ripening in cur midst, among the rising 
veneralion more particularly 2? I am no pessimist, but I do feel keenly alive to 
a etate of things to which it is not well to close our eyes. In the last two 
geLverations every Jew aud Jewess in England was earnest, that is to say, when 
they were fighting for their dieabilitics, But now the indifference which among 
other denominations takes the form cof scepticism and is counteracted by strong 
religious movements euch as the Church Unior Society, and the Church Liberation 
Society, in our own community is sheer and flippant insensibility to the obliga- 
tions of Judaisw, unalleviated by any counter religious inovement whatever. 
What can be expected of the future of English Judaism if we find the educated 
youth of the present day give up with a smile all thoge principles of the syna- 
gogue for which bia predecessors have suffered and struggled so bard? As this 
is adcscription of the state of things in all congregations, it is idle to suppose that 
a reform synagogue will moet the case. Also we do not want sides. ‘There is 
the strongest reason why we should be compact, and I propose with this view to 
submit the proposition that it becomes reform congregations to seek alliance ‘witl: 
those from whom they receded, and likewise for the orthodox congregations to. 
make concessions to.effect an amalgamation. I maintain that the existence of 
sects amongst us in circumstances like the present is not to be countenanced by 
prudent people.

Our Haskeuy missionaries, aC degre 
over the Jewish youth, and with the view of facilitating their conquests in the 
future, have each opened a school. These mixed free schools, though they have 
now been in existence fur some years, have as yet not produced any results, 


Neither English, German, French, Spanish, nor any other language is taught in 


a serious manner to the pupils. The latter are literally heaped one on the other, 
they come to school whenever it suits them, they receive there no ideas of 
grammar or history, and, what is still worse, no moral principles. They learn 
by heart some passages from the gospels and recite some uninspiring prayers, 
This is their science, this is their education. Their teachers, who ‘are the pro- 
pagators of truth, wish to have the right of informing the heads of the mission 
that their schools are attended by a large number of young Jews ; perhaps they 


also wish to charge their expenses or to parade their self-abuegation and disin- 


terestedness. Above all, they wish to achieve success. This last idea reminds 
mo of a fact, which was related to me by a highly creditable person, but for 
which I dare not assume the responsibility. 

One of these soi-disant missionaries had written to London that on the days 


when he delivered ‘his sermons in Spanish, the church,in which he preached was 


filled with Jews who hung, asit were, on his very lips, and who listened to his 
words with religious fervour. An inspecter belonging to the mission and coming 
from London, happened to bo at Haskeuy, and whilst there wished, by ocular 
demoustration, to assure hiungelf of the immense success of the orator. The time

among the English ladics of the city, ard it appears that her eloquence produced 
a favourable impression on those ladies, since, as the result of her collection, 
she is able to nourish and clothe 20 girls. | 

But how does she proceed in order to obtain Jewish boarders?  ‘ This is 
how it’s dcue,’ as Dr. Lynn, the prestidigitateur, would say. A poor father of 
a family, being in deep despair and not baving the wherewithal to maintaia his 


children, fiuds hero aready and casy means of freeing himself from some of his 


expenditure, aud he according'y applies to the lady referred to. She receives 
him with open arms and admits his young daughters. At the same time she 
coupels him to sign an agreement, in English, of which he does not understand 
a single word, by which the father binds himself to allow his children to remain 
in the boarding school for seven consecutive years. During this period he will 


not have the right to claim them ; itis with difficulty he obtains permission to 


visit them from time to time. But if the parents persist in having their children 


resiored to them before the expiration of the seven years, they. are obliged to 


pay at the rate of three Turkish pounds per month for board during all the time 


that their children bave remained in the school.

Mr. Lucien Wolf contributes an interesting article to the Nineteentl 
Century for the current month en the above subject. He gives a careful 
snintoary of the chief stages in the Anti-Semitic movement from the production 
present time. Mr. Walf regards the movement as of Je-s permanent impor- 
tancs than is usually attributed to it, and rightly judgen that it is based rather 


on hereditary instincts of medimval Jew-hatred, than on any deliberate r

disappear entirely. Mr. Wolf appears to be of opinion that, notwithstanding 
the protests of the An!i-Semites, there is still a leaven of religious intolerance 
inthe movement. And this view leads him to a brief historical summary vf. 
the influence of Christianity on the position of Jews. He traces all the ignoble 
qualities of Jews to the persistent intolerance of the Christian church, and claims 
that the Anti-Semites have no right to taunt the Jews with vices engendered 
by the luhuman conduct of the fathers of the very men who now bring the 
cuarges. As may be judgéd from these indications, Mc. Wolf. has given in & 
condensed and readable form most of the arguments which have boen adduced 
against Anti-Semitism in the Jewish press, Te must be congratulated: on 
having obtained a hearing in perhaps the most widely read and most: influential 
of the monthly periodicals.

- Despite the miegivings expressed by tho Treasurers, the annual accounts 


' for 1880-81 of the United Synagogue must be considered as highly satisfactory. | 
© In last year’s Budget it wae estimated that at the end of 1880 there would bea | 
surplus balance of £204. There was an actual balance of £721, an excess of 


£517. The actual gain on the year’s workiog was £126. Toe Treasurers look 
with anything bat complaisance on a condition of things which shows a gain, on 


- anincome of £22,700, of only £126 Os. 91., and declare that “it is clear that if 
the synagogues were not amalgamated their respective Boards of Management 
= would look with something akin to dismay on an aggregate balance for the 


whole of them of only £126 03.91. There seems to be no doubt that the pre- 
sent systein of book-keeping engenders in the local synagogues a false notion 
of financial security brought ebout by the erroneous idea that the surplus shown 
at the end of the year in the local accounts is an absolute surplus to be looked 
on as actual profit, and no note is takeh of the fact that from these surpluses 
must be paid all those items of communal expenditure which, prior to the amal- 


gamation, were a charge upon and appeared in the local balanco-sheets. Expen-— 


diture has thus been recklessly increased, while no endeavour of any kind what- 
ever has been made to augment the revenue in any thing like the saine proportion,” 
This strong language should be taken to heart by the Local Synagogues, It is 
true there 18a very strong tendency occasionally on the part of local Boards of 
Management to make inordivate demands upon the general funds, yet they 
deserve credit for the exertions that must have been made not inerely to inain- 
tain, but to increase the income of the synagogues in times of serious commercial 
depression. The forebodivgs of the Treasurers are somewhat dispelied 1£ sufli- 
cient regard be paid to the gradual recoupment of stock which is going on. 
There was a net increase of tunded property during 1880 of £1,144, only £321 


© of which was from legacies. The ‘total amount expended in recouprucnt of 
>. stock aud repayment of debentures, including balances of Burial Society funded

I’or the firet time the T'reasurers have prepared a summary of the revenue 
and expenditure of United and Constituent Synagogues in ‘condensed form, so 
that revenue and expenditure can be seen without the trouble of examining tho 
detailed accounts. The sumwary eliminates all items which appear on both 
sides of the account, and excludes items for which stock was specially sold out. 
This summary gives in such a succinct form the totals of income and expenditure

After considerable exertions on the part of the Local 
Committee, thia school was likewise founded, and was opened a few months ago 
at a.cost of 44,000 francs, The Committee, however, possess no funds whatever 
towards the maintenance of the school, and after careful deliberation it was 
decided that the Ladies’ Committee should issue an appeal (to be specially cir- 
culated in Paris and London), asking for donations to be extended over threo or 
four years by which time it was hoped equilibriam would be. restored to the 
school treasury, Among the most recent donors are Meess. Rothschild Brothers 
of Paris, who have contributed 5,000 francs. | | 

The Committee admit that the attempt to encourage the apprenticing former 
pupils has not met with the anticipated success, but they nevertheless intend to 
persevere in this work, 

The boys’ school is at present attended by 360 pupils (2351 paying, and 126 
non-paying), among whom are 10 Greeks and 13 Turks. ‘The girls’ school has

This is the last book of the excellent series of work, of which twenty-five | 

years ago ‘Self Help” was the first, and which has earned for Dr, Smiles a 

conspicuous and honoured place among those who have striven to leave their 

generation better than they have found it, with loftier aims, nobler natures, and 
purer principles. In the volume before us the author has narrated, with his 

‘inimitable style, numerous recorded instances of self-sacrificing devotion to 

duty. Inthe chapter on conscience Dr, Smiles says that “the New Testament 

gives a glorified ideal of a possible baman life,” but omits to mention that the 
text he qnotes, ‘‘ Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with all thy might,” 
isfrom Ecclesiastes ix. 10 In the chapter on “ Kindness to Auimale,” the 
humane and stringent regulacions of the Mosaic Code with reference to the 
subject are ignored, It was not necessary to rely on Voltaire in defence of the 
rights of animals, These rights aro emphatically declared in the Bible; even 
the Sabbath rest was to be shared by the cattle; and the reward for observing 
the precept not to take the mother bird with the young was tho same as that for 
honouring one’s own parents. Dr. Smiles says (page 107) that ‘ Toleration is 
only a recent discovery.’ Like many other so-called discoveries of modern 
times, this has been merely a re-discovery. As in other instances, too, we have 
yet much to Jearn before wo even equal the toleration of pre Christian times, 
Under the heading of ‘* Men who cannot be Bought,” a succinct account of the 
honesty of Amechel Rothschild when acting as the hof-agent of the Landgrave 
of Hesse is given. Dr. Smiles incidentally remarks “ What a frightful history 
might be written of the persecutions, tortures, and martyrdoms of Jews in the 

middle ages and even down to our own times.” In a note he says: “ The last 
persecutors of the Jews of Whom we hear are the Roumaniins and Bulgarians. 
Having so far achieved their own liberty, they deny it to the Jews, who are still 
laden with suffering and sorrow. The Roumanians and Bulgarians scarcely 
deserve their freedom ; they achieved powcr, but not justice, Their injustice 
will return upon them. Curses like chickens, come home to roost.’

It was first: discov ered 
by their correspondent in Jerusalem a few. months ago, and consists of BIX lines— 
about 150 words in all—enclosed within a tablet, the letters of which it-is composed 
being almost: identical with those on the Moabite stone, It has been anxiously 
awaited by the experts in this country, and we may soon expect a translation. If 
not of equal historical value with the monument of Mesha, it cannot fail to prove 
of great archeological interest. To get at the inscription the water had to be 
lowered by making a ditch through the Pool, so as to. reduce it to 1ts former level, it 
having become choked up with rubbish in the course of years and its bed accord- 
ingly raised. The V’ool of Siloam is of very ancient workmanship, and 18 
rupposed to be connected with the, waterworks mace by King Hezakiah, 
and to be supplied froma spring of living water In the heart of the Temple rock.

The pame still exists in its Arabic form in the Kefr Silwan, or village of Siloam—a 
cluster of dwellings, half hovels, half natural caves, on the opposite side of the

power of the Pool, and it would be interesting if the inecripiion shoul contain any 
allusion to sick persons who waited for the angel to trouble the waters. This is not 
eo probable as may at first sight scem, for the date iy certainly not later than the 
fir-t century Of Ourera, and may be much earlier; while it would, appesr to be the | 
work of more than one hand. and is just such a record as a pilgrim would leave.”
